TOWN  WARRANT 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilsum  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilsum  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same. 

3.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  and 
act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  Day. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  either  by  auction  or  private  sale  any  or  all  pieces  of  real 
estate  now  acquired  by  tax  deed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$700.00  for  the  benefit  of  the  Elliot  Community  Hospital.  This 
figure  is  based  on  the  Town's  Proportionate  share  of  the  total 
being  asked  for  from  all  Cheshire  County  Towns. 

8.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  it.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
your  school. 

The  citizens  of  Gilsum  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the 
progress  in  the  matter  of  building  improvements  that  have 
been  accomplished.  Last  year  a  modern  lighting  system  was 
installed,  rooms  were  painted  in  attractive  colors  and  insulated 
on  the  north  and  west  sides.  This  year  a  modern  hot  water 
heating  plant  has  been  installed  plus  an  additional  drinking 
fountain,  however,  there  is  still  an  imperative  need  for  an  ad- 
ditional classroom. 

The  enrollment  in  the  Gilsum  School  continues  to  increase. 
A  comparison  of  the  enrollment  at  this  time  with  last  year's 
figures  shows  an  increase  of  one,  however,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year,  there  were  120  pupils  enrolled.

Each  teacher  had  an  average  of  thirty-six  pupils  last  year, 
this  year  the  average  is  thirty-nine.  As  stated  in  my  report 
last  year,  there  is  not  enough  time  in  the  teaching  day  for  the 
teacher  to  do  the  work  they  would  like  to  do  with  groups  and 
individuals  when  they  are  loaded  with  this  number  of  pupils 
and  grades. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  provide  another  room  and 
teacher  for  the  1955-1956  school  year. 
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Our  nation  is  faced  with  a  serious  teacher  shortage,  the 
best  current  estimates  show  that  it  is  statistically  impossible 
to  get  enough  qualified  teachers  to  staff  our  schools  fully  in  any 
one  year  between  now  and  1964.  The  law  of  supply  and  demand 
is  causing  a  considerable  increase  in  teacher's  salaries. 

Your  teachers  have  been  attending  monthly  meetings  with 
other  teachers  of  the  Supervisory  Union  where  they  have  been 
studying  ways  and  means  of  improving  our  mathematics  pro- 
gram. They  are  also  going  to  participate  in  a  Reading  Work- 
shop for  three  days  during  the  February  vacation. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Jernberg  resigned  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  1953-1954  school  year  and  Mrs.  Winham  of  Marlow  was 
employed  as  a  substitute  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year. 
Mrs.  Shirley  Houle  who  formerly  taught  in  Hinsdale,  N.  H.  was 
employed  to  replace  Mrs.  Jernberg  and  assumed  her  duties  in 
September.  Mrs.  Houle  has  been  particularly  successful  in  im- 
proving the  music  program  in  the  school.
